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SACRED BOOKS OF THE EAST.—Prof. Max Miiller had 
the honour of personally presenting to Her Majesty on the 
25th of March, at Windsor, a set of the first series of ‘* The 
Sacred Books of the East,” and afterwards dined with Her 
Majesty. 

MR. R. N. CUST.—The Senators of the University of 
Edinburgh have conferred the honorary degree of LL.D. on 
Mr. R. N. Cust, the Honorary Secretary of the Royal Asiatic 
Society. 

THE BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY.—This 
Society has published a revised and enlarged edition of 
‘The Gospel in many Tongues, Specimens of Languages.” 
One verse of the Bible has been selected, and is represented 
in more than two hundred varieties.

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MR. EDWIN ARNOLD IN CEYLON.—A Ceylon correspon- 
dent writes: ‘‘ That the author of ‘The Light of Asia’ should 
have been accorded a large and hearty welcome in this land 
of Buddhism was a foregone conclusion from the moment the 
certainty of his coming amongst us was made public. His work 
has not, indeed, been as yet translated into Cingalese, but, for 
all that, its high merits and its many beauties are well known 
amongst the followers of the Founder. Mr. Arnold has been 
received with deep consideration by priests and laymen, and 
on a recent visit to a Buddhist temple at Panederva, some 
eighteen miles from Colombo, he was presented by the chief 
priest with copies of some of the most esteemed Buddhist 
works, written on olas, and bound in silver. Arrived in the 
capital of this island, the chief priests invited him to their 
principal college, in the suburbs of Colombo, where at a short 
notice several thousands of Buddhists and priests from neigh- 
bouring temples had congregated to do him honour. It was 
at sunset that the reception took place, and the scene, prettily 
situated amidst groves of cocoa palms, was made more deeply 
interesting by the groups of yellow-robed priests who, bare- 
headed and led by the High Priest of the ‘Sacred Foot- 
Print,’ welcomed the poet, his wife, and daughter. Mr. 
Arnold was led to an elevated chair, slightly screened by 
flowers. The ladies were seated below. The proceedings 
opened by a Buddhist chant, caught up at intervals by the 
assembled people, after which the priests gave the ‘ Mangala 
Sutta,’ followed by the High Priest of Adam’s Peak, who 
explained to the assembly the number and nature of Mr. 
Arnold’s various poetical works, especially the last, in which 
the life and teaching of the Great Buddha were told in such 
beautiful language. They owed him a deep debt of gratitude 
for the graceful manner in which he had placed the works of 
their Founder before Western nations. The following address 
of welcome was then read in English: ‘Honoured Sir—We 
come to tender you, on behalf of the Buddhists of this ancient 
and historic island, the heartiest, most sincere of welcomes. 
By your transcendent genius and under the inspiration of a 
noble heart, you have caused the revered name and sublime 
doctrines of our Lord Buddha to be respected and valued by 
crores of people of various Western nations. You have thus 
won the right to our gratitude and devotion; and our 
children’s children will sanctify your memory, when some 
worthy interpreter shall have rendered your glowing sen- 
tences and golden words into our own vernacular. Though 
you, more fortunate than many great authors, have been 
rewarded even during your present life, by seeing your labour 
crowned with the world’s applause, yet the laurel that time 
shall not wither will be wreathed by posterity in your honour, 
and the historian of a coming age shall write your name high 
up in the list of the expounders of the Tathagato’s Law. It 
is a misfortune to Ceylon that as yet so few of our people have 
a sufficient knowledge of English to enable them to read 
your work in the original. But the rumour is spreading 
throughout Asia that a wise and eloquent friend has 
arisen in the land beyond the seas, and is shedding 
a moonlight lustre over the Dhamma that has com- 
forted our people for more than seventy generations.’ 
In reply to this welcome Mr. Arnold said he wished he 
could address those present in the language of their beautiful 
island; but that whatsoever language he employed to express 
his sense of their kindness and of the honour they had done 
him would be inadequate to declare how much they had 
lauded him beyond his deserts. The single merit to which 
he might lay claim was the goodwill he bore towards them— 
a goodwill which arose from a study of the virtues of the 
Great Founder. When he came to know Buddha’s infinite 
compassion for all living creatures, his unbounded love for all 
human beings, the teachings which laid down the belief that 
we must all reap the just reward of our deeds, he saw in that 
teaching much light and what follows light. When 
he had read those things, he was filled with a desire 
that others should know them. The only merit he could 
claim was, not that he had done anything well, but that in 
doing what he did he had a sincere purpose. He had thus 
earned some title to be regarded as their friend—to be 
recognized as one who had their welfare at heart. He had 
travelled in that India which had given the Lord Buddha 
birth, where he had meditated, and where he had died; and, 
having seen these places, he had desired afterwards to look 
upon Buddhists, and he knew that in coming hither he should 
find them gentle, kind, and hospitable. There were many, he 
regretted to say, who thought that to regard Buddhism with 
consideration meant an attack on other faiths. It was a 
grievous error to suppose that to hold a kindly feeling towards 
Buddhists made it a duty to assail other religions, It might be 
said of all great religions, as it had been written by a Latin 
poet of three sisters: ‘They are not all alike, but they all are 
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beautiful.’ He brought his words to a close by expressions of 
hearty thanks for all their kindness to him there and at the 
Panederva temple on the previous day. He should carry 
away with him a lively remembrance of their beautiful island 
and of their goodness to him. He would conclude by heartily 
saying to them all in Sanskrit, Subham astu sarvajagatam— 
may it be well with all this people. The assembled multitude 
then gave three loud cries of ‘Sadhu,’ and the proceedings 
came to an end.”—Daily Telegraph, March 6, 1886.

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BURMAH AS IT WAS, AS IT IS, AND AS IT WILL BE, 
—By J. G. Scott (Schway Yoe).—The author of this work 
says in his preface, ‘‘ Members of Parliament now, perhaps, 
less than ever, represent the intelligence and information of 
the country.” It is not necessary to agree with this remark, 
but we may permit ourselves to say that not one Englishman 
out of ten realizes to himself the advantages which in 
future years will accrue to the English nation from the 
recent annexation of Upper Burmah. If there is one thing 
which will make Lord Dufferin’s Viceroyship famous, itis this. 
We have opened up an aJmost continuous water-way from the 
mouth of the Irrawaddy river through China to Shanghai. The 
book forms a capital handbook to readers of the daily papers 
on any subject connected with Burmah. For instance, most 
people have been puzzled to understand what the Hloht-daw 
meant. ‘Schway Yoe”’ tells us itis, or rather was, Cabinet, 
House of Legislature, and Supreme Court of Justice, all 
rolled into one, and there was no appeal from its decision, 
unless (and here the one-man power comes in) the King 
changed his mind. It was this Council that summarily 
decided the case of the Burmah Trading Association, which 
was the immediate cause of the war. We are sorry the book 
has no map. 


AFRICAN LANGUAGES.—We have received from the 
Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge quite a little 
library of books useful to missionaries, traders, and travellers 
in Africa. Northern Africa and the neighbourhood of 
Tripoli is represented, by ‘‘ Magana Hausa, Proverbs, Tales, 
Fables, and Historical Fragments, in the Hausa Language,” by 
the Rev. J. F. Schon, D.D. For South-Eastern, Central, 
and Hastern Equatorial Africa, the following books will be 
found useful :—‘t Mambo Na Hadithi, Stories and Translations 
in Swahli.” The Rev. Downes Shaw’s “* Pocket Vocabulary of 
four Languages, viz. Ki-swahili, Ki-nyika. Ki-taita, and 
Ki-kamba,” to which is appended Archdeacon Farber’s 
** Brief Vocabulary of the Ribwyo Dialect.” ‘An English- 
Swahili Vocabulary,” complied from the works of the late 
Bishop Steere and others, by A. C. Madan, M.A. The late 
Bishop Steere’s ‘“‘Handbook of the Swahili Language,” 
third edition edited by A. C. Madan, M.A. Mr. J. T. 
Last’s ‘‘ Outlines of the Grammar of the Kagtiru Language” ; 
and also a ‘‘ Polyglotta Africana Orientalis, a comparative 
collection of two hundred and fifty words and sentences in 
forty-eight languages and dialects spoken south of the Equator, 
and additional words in nineteen languages.” This is a most 
important nucleus for a complete African Polyglott vocabulary. 
For Western Africa there is the New Testament (Linjila Isa), 
in the Soso language. We have also received from the same 
Society Ostervald’s ** Abridgement,” and Oxenden’s “‘ Family 
Prayers” in Takudh, both bound together in a small volume. 


MADRAS SANSKRIT AND VERNACULAR TEXT SOCIETY. 
—At a meeting convened by Dr. Gustav Oppert, and held on 
29 Sept., 1885, at the Eastern Castlet, Mount Road, Madras, 
the following propositions were adopted unanimously :—That a 
Society be formed under the designation of the ‘*‘ Madras 
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Sanskrit and Vernacular Text Society.” That the Society 
shall devote itself to the work of obtaining and preserving 
ancient and useful Sanskrit and Vernacular Manuscripts. 
That the manuscripts so obtained be carefully collated and 
edited by the Society with introductory and elucidative 
comments. That efforts be made to establish Branch 
Societies in important Mofussil towns for co-operating with 
the Central Society in Madras. Dr. Gustav Oppert has 
accepted the post of Honorary Secretary. 


WALL-=MAPS FOR INDIAN NATIVE SCHOOLS.—Messrs. 
Ruddiman Johnston and Co. (Limited), of Edinburgh and 
London, have issued revised editions of the following wall- 
maps for the native schools of India, 54 by 46 inches, India, 
in the Marathi language and character, indicating British 
and Native possessions; the same, in the Bengali language 
and character. Also, wall-maps of Europe and Asia, in the 
Bengali language and character. These maps are published 
expressly for use in the Government Vernacular Schools, 
and the names of towns and physical features have been 
carefully selected so as to prevent overcrowding. They are 
mounted on canvas, with rollers, and varnished, 


ROYAL PRIZES FOR ORIENTAL KNOWLEDGE.—With a 
view to furthering the knowledge of Oriental history and lan- 
guages, King Oscar IT. of Sweden and Norway has offered to 
give two prizes—a gold medal of the approximate value of 
1000 Swedish crowns, and a sum of 1250 Swedish crowns 
to the author of the best essays on the following subjects :— 
(1) History of the Semitic languages; (2) State of Arab 
civilization before Mahommed. The essays may be written 
in English, German, French or Latin. An International 
Commission has been appointed by his Majesty to adjudicate 
upon the merits of the essays, which must be sent to some one 
of them not later than the 30th June, 1888. The following 
list of the Commissioners will show that it includes some of 
the most distinguished Orientalists in Europe :—Dr. HE. Blix, 
Minister of Public Instruction, Christiania ; Professor Dr. H. 
L. Fleischer, Leipsic; Professor Dr. T. H. Noldeke, Stras- 
burg; Professor Dr. M. J. de Goeje, Leyden; Dr. W. Wright, 
Cambridge; Professor Dr. Ign. Guidi, Rome; Herr H. 
Zotenberg, Librarian of the National Library, Paris; Professor 
Dr. E. H. W. Tegnér, Lund; and Count Carlo von Landberg, 
10, Goethe Strasse, Stuttgart. 


ENGLAND IN EGYPT.—This work, by G. M. Towle 
(Boston: Ticknor & Co.), is one of Ticknor & Co.’s ‘‘ Timely 
Topic” series. Although somewhat late tor the benefit of 
English readers, it gives a very fair and most interesting 
account of the events which have gradually led to the present 
condition of things in Egypt. It has three excellent little 
maps, and if Englishmen of the present day read anything 
but newspapers, such a work should sell in thousands. 


THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE IN JAPAN.— There are a 
couple of Japanese journals published in Tokio, the capital of 
Japan, and not to be behind the times Kioto now boasts a 
publication modestly styled ‘‘the pumphlet of the Kyoto 
association of english language.” The enterprise of the pro- 
prietors of the **pumphlet”’ evidently evoked sympathy, for 
in the specimen number is reproduced the following advice 
tendered by a well-wisher :—

shinbun saw an advertisement that you have the intention 
to publish a first book called Yeigi Shinshi to give the con-

SALAMMBO.—Messrs. Saxon, of New York, and of 
Bouverie Street, Fleet Street, whose advent amongst the 
London booksellers was looked for long before they arrived, 
have as their first publication just issued Salammbdé 
(Englished by M. French Sheldon), the celebrated novel of 
Gustave Flaubert, the founder of the French realistic school 
of novelists, who was born in Rouen, in Normandy, in 1821. 
His father and brother were both noted surgeons, and Sainte- 
Beuve remarked of him that ‘he handled his pen like a 
surgeon did his scapel,” Flaubert has since been followed by 


novelists who debased the school he founded. The scene of 
Salammbé is laid in Carthage, and the principal characters of 
the novel are the leaders of the mercenaries the Carthaginians 
had engaged for their Sicilian wars. The plot isas dramatic 
as any of Shakespeare’s plays, and the barbaric splendour of 
the story as graphically described by Flaubert is perfectly 
dazzling by reason of the life-like manner in which it is 
brought before the reader. 


SHAKESPEARE ILLITERATE.—Mr. William Henry Burr, 
of New York, has published with Brentano Bros., a pamphlet 
contribution to the Shakespeare-Bacon controversy or as 
many call it ‘‘ craze,”’ in which he not only denies that Shake- 
speare ever wrote the plays that bear his name, but declares 
that he could not write at all. He gives facsimiles of the five 
known autographs of the great dramatist, and argues from 
the style of execution and the variety of spellings that they 
are the productions of a totally uneducated person. We are 
afraid if the spelling test was applied to most of the authors 
of the Elizabethan age, very few of them would pass muster ; 
amongst old writers uniformity in spelling, as amongst the 
Arabs of the present day, was an accomplishment they were 
very deficient in. 


HOW TO FORM A LIBRARY.—Mr. H. B. Wheatley has 
written a useful little volume on this subject, containing many 
valuable hints for collectors of libraries, which is published by 
Mr. Elliot Stock, Paternoster Row. In the introduction Mr. 
Wheatley reviews the aids and authorities on library 
formation, one of the earliest being by Bishop Cardona pub- 
lished at Tarragona in 1587. Thechapters of the book are on 
How Men have Formed Libraries, How to Buy, Public 
Libraries, Private Libraries, General Bibliographies. Special 
Bibliographies, Publishing Societies, Child’s Library, and a 
List of One Hundred Books as suggested by Sir John Lubbock 
and others. 

THE VANITY AND INSANITY OF GENIUS.—This is 
another publication of Mr. Geo. J. Coombes, by Kate San- 
born. This lady takes a range from Pindar to Dickens, and 
has produced an exceedingly entertaining volume, though the 
eccentricities it records evoke melancholy feelings. When 
not actually insane, authors appear to possess an amount of 
egotism bordering on madness. 


THE GLASSE OF TIME.—Mr. Thomas Peyton, of Lincoln’s 
Inn, Gent., in 1620 brought out a work entitled ‘‘ The Glasse 
of Time in the First and Second Age,” which he dedicated to 
King James the Ist and to his son Prince Charles, and also to 
Francis Lord Verulam, Lord Chancellor of England, and to 
the Reader. This book of four dedications is a remarkable 
volume. It is said to be the source from which Milton got the 
inspiration which developed itself into ‘* Paradise Lost.” 
Mr. Jno. B. Alden, of New York, has rescued this work from 
the oblivion in which it has lain, and republished it this year. 
This time he will be haunted by no ghost of copyright in- 
fringed, but we are afraid it will not be a profitable venture. 


THE GENTLEMAN’S MAGAZINE LIBRARY,—The new 
volume of this excellent classified collection of the contents 
of the ‘**Gentleman’s Magazine,” from 1731 to 1868, edited 
by Geo. Lawrence Gomme, F.8.A., for which we have to 
thank the enterprise of Mr. Elliot Stock, of Paternoster Row, 
is Archeology, Part I., being the fifth volume of the series. 
Introductions are frequently passed over by readers, but we 
heartily recommend the one by Mr. Gomme to this volume, 
which we think will be read through with interest by any one 
who commences perusing it. 


THE ENGLISH HOME OF THE PILGRIM FATHERS,— 
Mr. W. Russell, photographer, of 42, Earl Street, Pendleton, 
Manchester, has published a series of 14 photographs in 
cabinet size of interest historically both to Englishmen and 
Americans. He has photographed Scrooby, Bantry, and 
Austerfield Churches, the grounds of the old manor house 
where Brewster preached to his little congregation. He has 
also taken general views of Scrooby and the surrounding 
scenery from the hills around. We understand Mr. Russell 
supplies these photographs in sets unmounted at $5 per set to 
American correspondents. Every large public library in 
America ought to purchase a set of these photographs and 
have them framed and mounted in the reading room, as 
illustrating the early history of the colonization of the United 
States. 

THE PENNY POSTAGE STAMP.—What could have been 
more appropriate than that a bookseller, a distributor of 
knowledge, should have invented the Penny Postage Stamp ? 
Mr. James Chalmers, of Dundee, all honour to him as a 
benefactor of his race, was the originator of what is nowa 
prime necessity to the commercial world, and of which eigh- 
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teen hundred millions are now issued yearly. The full 
history of the Penny Postage Stamp is to be found in ‘‘ Con- 
cealment Unveiled” and ‘‘The Adhesive Postage Stamp,” 
by Patrick Chalmers, F.R.H.S., the son of the inventor. 
These brochures are published by Effingham Wilson, of the 
Royal Exchange, and we heartily recommend them to the 
notice of all who wish to study the history of the present 
postal system. 

BIJDRAGEN VOOR DE TAAL= LAND-EN VOLKENKUNDE 
VON NEDERLANDSCH.—Kver since the foundation, in 1851, 
of the Netherlands Institute for the investigation of the 
languages, literature, geography and ethnology of the Dutch 
East Indies, that Society has done much excellent work in 
the most unostentatious manner, not only by stimulating 
research, but also by the publication of a large number of 
separate works as well as of a journal which contains, besides 
the proceedings of the Society, articles on subjects within its 
scope. Owing to the indifference with which the scientific 
literature of Holland—theology forms scarcely an exception— 
is treated in this country, it cannot be matter for surprise 
that that Society’s publications should be all but unknown 
amongst us, though many of them are of more general 
interest and touch practical questions. Thus, but afew years 
ago the Society, which now admits occasionally papers on 
the other Dutch colonies also, brought out an entire volume 
dealing with coffee cultivation in America, Asia, and Africa, 
while in 1874 a volume had been devoted to the subject of 
rice cultivation in Italy and Java. The first paper in vol. 
xxxv., the first fasciculus of which has recently been issued, 
gives an account of travels in Surinam by Dr. K. Martin, 
Professor of Geology in the University of Leiden ; it will be 
especially interesting to ethnologists. Mr. J. G. F. Riedel 
contributes a valuable paper on the Topantunnasu, or abori- 
gines of Central Celebes, with reference to their customs and 
religious ideas. The following few pages give a Bugi legend 
and a dissertation on the etymology and meaning of the 
Malay term sapalapala. The last article of the first fasciculus 
(pp. 101—122), from the pen of the well-known geographer 
Mr. Robidé van der Aa, treats of the new Atlas of the Dutch 
East Indies by Stemfoort en ten Liethoff, and of a number of 
collateral political questions in reference to the Malay penin- 
sula, Borneo, New Guinea and North Australia. His 
remarks on these points are well worth reproduction in 
English. 

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT BETWEEN GREAT 
BRITAIN AND AMERICA.—Jn order to show how little chance 
there is of a Copyright Treaty ever being concluded between 
Great Britain and the United States, we quote the follow- 
ing from the Mew York Herald of Feb. 13, 1886 :—“‘T have 
the black flag at the fore,’ said Roger Sherman, the reprinter 
of Black’s ‘‘ Encyclopsedia Britannica,” to the Senate Com- 
mittee on International Copyright this morning.—‘‘ What 
are the rights of a few hundred writers compared with the 
inestimable good conferred upon fifty-five millions of people 
by cheap literature?” He boils down his reasons why an 
international copyright bill should not be passed by Congress 
into the following shape:—1l. Because it is the clamour of 
two hundred authors against the interests of fifty-five 
millions of people.—2. Because cheap literature isa large 
factor in cheap education, and the unparalleled intellectual 
development in the United States is due to cheap education. 
—3. Because it is but another step toward yielding our 
market to the English manufacturers—a market which they 
took no part in creating, and whose creation they would have 
prevented if they could. —4. Because it would grant to 
foreigners a privilege which the founders of our government 
intended should only be granted to its citizens for the pur- 
pose of encouraging a national literature, and not for the 
pecuniary benefit of individuals.—5. Because it would be the 
foreign publisher and not the author who would benefit.—6. 
Because of the difficulty of carrying out the law in accordance 
with its spirit, and of its opening a wide door for frauds 
against the interests of our working classes.—7. Because it 
is against the spirit of our constitution that the minority shall 
dictate to the majority, and that “ rings” shall be formed for 
raising the price of a useful commodity.—8. Because it is a 
pretence that native authors cannot live in competition with 
free literature. The American market is ready and willing 
to take more good literature than native talent can offer, and 
is compelled to seek foreign productions.—9. Because if a 
sufficiency of good American literature was offered it would 
drive out the worst of the foreign, which would never become 
acclimatized, and create a healthy demand for better books. 
—10. Because the works of the best foreign authors stimulate 
our own to greater efforts and afford that healthful com- 
petition so necessary to ultimate success.—11, Because the 


experience of the past foreshadows the future, and owing to 
the cheapness of the educational advantages offered by our 
government to the masses, we can show more intellectual 
development in the United States than can be shown in any 
other country in the world.—12. Because it would be wrong 
to force the people to pay for what they can now have free, 
and create difficulties where none now exist. 


A BIBLIOGRAPHY OF FIRST EDITIONS OF AMERICAN 
BOOKS.—Messrs. Leon and Brother, Corner of 5th Avenue, 
New York, have issued a catalogue of the first editions of the 
works of American authors which now are daily becoming 
more scarce and difficult to procure. American first editions 
are not sought after for their typographical beauties, like the 
Aldines and other celebrated editions of works printed in the 
Old World, but they are often valuable for containing the 
text as fresh from the author’s mind, and passages frequently 
omitted after more mature reflection from later editions. 
This little bibliography contains the names of over 300 
American authors, besides the titles of over 40 biographical 
and bibliographical works relating to American literature 
and men of letters. The majority of the works in this list 
are priced very reasonably, though some are priced high in 
consequence of their rarity. 


FOLK-SONGS.—Under the title of ‘‘ Essays in the Study of 
Folk-Songs,”’ Mr. Geo. Redway, of York Street, Covent 
Garden, has published a volume of considerable interest by 
the Countess Evelyn Martinego-Cesaresco, on Folk-Poetry. 
The authoress treats of the inspiration of death in Folk- 
Poetry, nature in Folk-Songs, Armenian, Venetian, Sicilian, 
Greek, and Provence Folk-Songs, the White Paternoster, the 
diffusion of ballads, songs of the rite of May, the idea of fate 
in southern traditions, folk-lullabies, and folk-dirges. 


WHERE ARE WE AND WHITHER TENDING ?—The Rey. 
M. Harvey, of St. John’s, Newfoundland, author of ‘The 
Oldest British Colony,” has published with Tribner & Co., 
under the above general title, three lectures on ‘‘ The Reality 
and Worth of Human Progress.” Mr. Harvey has produced 
a most interesting volume on the philosophy of human 
existence. He shows that we pay a fearful price for our 
civilization, but he comes to the conclusion that the human 
race does progress in spite of many anomalies and apparent 
drawbacks. In his own words, ‘‘'The pessimist can readily 
find a certain justification of his views in the many dark and 
discouraging facts of human existence. Still I believe there 
are ample grounds for holding human progress to be a grand 
reality.” 


EDUCATION IN THE UNITED STATES.—The Fourteenth 
Annual Report of the Hon. John Eaton, the United States 
Commissioner of Education, for 1883-4, has been published. 
He says that the growth of his office in usefulness is grati- 
fying, although it gets very inadequate appropriations. The 
library has increased to 16,500 volumes, and the pamphlets 
to 42,100. ‘l'welve special publications have been issued since 
the last report was published, one being the very important 
one on “The Teaching, Practice and Literature of Short- 
hand.”’ General Haton says that the Museum connected with 
his Bureau which he had the honour to reeommend now forms 
a collection of great value. He reports that 30,000 Alaskan 
youth are waiting to be educated, but that Territory is with- 
out a school system, and he recommends the appointment of 
Superintendents of public instruction for each Territory. 
These Reports are not only of value as regards the statistics of 
education in the United States, but they contain much con- 
cerning foreign countries both in Europe and Asia. 


THE UNITED STATES CONSULAR REPORTS.—Numbers 
59, 60, and 61, December, January, and February, of these 
useful reports have reached us. It would be difficult to find 
such information as they afford in any other form, even special 
trade journals do not approach them for usefulness. No 59 is 
devoted to the leather trade all over the world. No. 60 is 
more varied in its contents, touching on kerosine, phosphates, 
mines, labour, crystallized fruits, chocolate, champagne, flax, 
fisheries, Rhine vintages, Mexican mining laws, Norwegian 
patent laws, and Sierra Leone goldfields of Bouré. No. 61 
treats on the growth of the citron of commerce, the ‘trade 
and industries of Germany and the United Kingdom. 


THE YELLOW FEVER.—We have received from Mexico 
a valuable work by Dr. Manuel Carmona y Valle, being 
‘Twelve Lectures on the Nature and Prevention of the 
Yellow Fever.” It is edited by Dr. D. EH. Liceaga, and is 
illustrated by six photographs and two chromolithographs. 
It makes its appearance under the imprint of the Ministry of 
Public Works, Mexico, and is written in the French language, . 
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BALZAC.—“ After Dinner Stories: Done into English by 
Myndart Verelsh, with an Introduction by Edgar Saltus,”’ is a 
neat little book published Mr. Geo. J. Coombes, of New York. 
It contains an introduction on the life and genuis of Balzac, 
the representative of solidity in the fields of French fiction. 
Balzac was one of the few Frenchmen who believed in the 
domestic virtues. He wrote: ‘‘ Three daysago I married the 
only woman I ever loved, whom I love more than ever, and 
whom I shall love until death. I believe this union is the 
recompense God held in reserve for me through so many 
difficulties suffered and overcome.”

DAMON.—We regret to hear from Honolulu of the death 
of the Rev. S, C. Damon, for many years editor and publisher 
of the “ Friend,” Honolulu, a periodical particularly devoted 
to the interests of seamen inthe Pacific region. The deceased 
geutleman was the pastor of the Bethel Union Church of 
Honolulu. 


LOW—Mr. Sampson Low died on the 16th of April, at his 
residence in Mecklenburgh Square, in his eighty-ninth year. 
The deceased gentleman was the founder of the publishing 
house that bears his name, and also of the ‘‘ Publishers’ 
Circular,” a fortnightly bibliographical journal which he 
established in 1837, and for many years published in Fleet 
Street, in the same building where Messrs. Seeley & Co. 
carried on their business. Later on he removed to Ludgate 
Hill, where he embarked in the publishing business, and from 
there he removed, in consequence of the alterations made by 
the Chatham and Dover Railway extending their line from 
the Elephant and Castle, to Crown Buildings, 188, Fleet 
Street, where the firm which bears his name still carry on 
their business. Mr. Low was the son of a bookseller of 
some note in Soho, whose editions of the Classics were 
much admired at the time they were issued for their careful 


typography. 
STEVENS.—It is with sincere regret we have to record the 


death of another bibliographer, our old friend Mr. Henry } 


Stevens, ‘‘ whose earthly labour was closed in London, 28th 


February, 1886, in the sixty-seventh year of his age,” at his | 


house in South Hampstead. Mr. Stevens was born at Barnet, 
Vermont, August 24, 1819, and was the son of Henry Stevens, 
the first president of the Vermont Historical Society. His 
early education he received in his native place, and when 
seventeen years of age went to an academy at Lyndon, and 
afterwards to another one, to prepare himself for college. 
From his 22nd to his 24th year he studied at Yale College, 
where he took the degrees of B.A. and M.A. Like all young 
American students of limited means, he at one time was a 
schoolmaster, and at another clerk in a government depart- 
ment at Washington. The excellent collection of modern 
American books in the British Museum is connected with the 
advent of Mr. Stevens in London in 1845, with a letter from 
Jared Sparks to Mr. Panizzi. The latter gentleman was con- 
templating a re-organization of the American collection, 
when Mr. Stevens appeared upon the scene, and turned book- 
seller to supply the Museum. He also was the means of 
helping collectors in America, and notably Mr. Lennox, of 


‘New York, to many rare books. The following works in- 
teresting to librarians and bibliographers were amongst the 
result of his labours:—Catalogue of the American Books in 
the Library of the British Museum at Christmas, MDCCCLYI.
